Riopelle sues 34th District 
Court, ex-administrators

Former assistant 34th Dis¬ 
trict Court administrator Tam¬ 
ara Riopelle has filed suit 
against former court adminis¬ 
trators Charles Walls and 
Nancy Schuette, as well as the 
court administration itself, in 
an effort to collect in excess of 
$10,000 for being strippped of 
her job and then having it 
abolished several years ago. 

In her suit, Riopelle also 
seeks a jury trial and declares 
that Walls is now believed to 
be a resident of Florida and 
Schuette to be living in Wayne 
County. 

The suit also states that 
Riopelle was hired as a court 
clerk in 1978 and received 
“merit pay increases, promo¬ 
tions and increasing respon¬ 
sibility...and ultimately 
attained the position of assis¬ 
tant court administrator.” 

During a state police inves¬ 
tigation into missing court 
funds (totalling about 
$270,000), Riopelle states she 
was “wrongfully suspended

from her duties (as assistant 
administrator) and later 
wrongfully discharged her by 
eliminating her position in the 
court. 

The suit (count one) against 
Walls and Schuette states that 
they “intentionally diverted 
money for their own financial 
gain” and such actions adver¬ 
sely affected her position 
there. 

Riopelle thus seeks in ex¬ 
cess of $10,000 for loss of in¬ 
come, loss of fringe benefits 


and loss of employment oppor¬ 
tunities in the past, present 
and future. 

In count two of the suit, 
Riopelle sues the 34th District 
Court stating while working 
there the court “had a policy 
and a practice of only termi¬ 
nating employees for good 
cause.” 

The suit also claims that 
Riopelle was discouraged 
from joining a union servicing 
other court employees, stating 
“the union was not necessary 
for job security.” 

It also claims that the court 
“without cause” laid off 
Riopelle during the fund 
shortage investigation and ul¬ 
timately terminated her posi¬ 
tion. 

After Riopelle was cleared 
of any wrongdoing in the court 
fund shortage, she sought the 
administrator position in the 
court. She was not hired and 
reported she was “shocked” 
when the 34th District Court 
did not offer her any new em¬ 
ployment following the elim¬ 
ination of the assistant 
administrator post. 


A request to change the zon¬ 
ing of an alternative health fa¬ 
cility so that its owner could 
sell herbal medicine items le¬ 
gally was unanimously sup¬ 
ported Monday by the city’s 
Planning Commission. 

The zoning request was pre¬ 
sented by Geraldine Torres, 
owner of the In- Balance Cen¬ 
ter on Goddard road. She is 
asking that her property be 
switched from an O-l (office 
district) to C-2 (general busi¬ 
ness) zoning so she would be 
licensed to make retail sales 
from her facility there. 

Several neighbors ques¬ 
tioned the planning commis¬ 
sioners on whether Torres’ 
alternative health procedures 
(she terms them reflexology) 
should be considered a form of 
massage. 

A legal opinion was suppose 
to have been given Monday on 
the massage issue at the re¬ 
quest of Commissioners Will¬ 
iam Crova and Stanley Kreft. 

But actually Crova on Mon¬ 
day termed the massage issue 
(after reading a book on reflex¬ 
ology) a “borderline use” con¬ 
cern and paid planning 
consultant Gary Wilson said 
the Torres facility hardly fit 
his image of a massage parlor. 

“The city wants to curtail 
sexually related massage par¬ 
lor activities here,” he said. 
“Reflexology is not a massage 
of the muscles, but of the ner¬ 
vous system.” 


Objector Ruth Proctor 
asked for the promised opin¬ 
ion on the massage issue, but 
felt instead the issue was glos¬ 
sed over by the commis¬ 
sioners. Questions were also 
raised about a young teenager 
serving as the clean-up person 
for the facility. 

Another neighbor, Dorthea 
E. Shaffer, pressed the com¬ 
missioners as to what effect 
the rezoning would have on 
surrounding homes, since 
many are the older historical 
style residences. 

Shaffer was told that the re¬ 
zoning would only be for 
Torres’ current property and if 
she buys additional adjoining 
property, she would need to re¬ 
turn to the commission for an¬ 
other zoning change. 

It was revealed that Torres 
plans to enlarge the first floor 
of the former doctor’s office 
and to erect a second floor. 
The planned enlargement of 
the home would triple the size 
of the house, Torres said, as 
she needs extra space for her 
business office (she is writing 
a book), storage space for her 
medical items and supplies 
and a larger retail sales area. 

Claiming her alternative 
health program is growing rap¬ 
idly, Torres said, she wants to 
enlarge her facility to cover 
expected growth in coming 
years. In the past few years, 
Torres said, she has had to 
make several short term up¬ 
dates every few years since

Connon retires

Barth Elementary School 
Principal Harold (Hal) Con¬ 
non, who jokingly says his ca¬ 
reer message is that he has 
closed more schools than any 
other person in the district’s 
history, retired last Friday af¬ 
ter a 30-year career. 

Unlike other schools in Ro- 
mulus that Connon has 
headed, Barth will remain 
open as Connon departs. 

Connon began his career as 
a student teacher supervisor at 
Eastern Michigan University, 
prior to becoming principal at 
the old Mt. Pleasant School, 
now used as the area’s Adult 
Education site and one of its 


pre-school locations. 

He briefly became principal 
of Gardiner School, which 
closed in 1979. He then went 
back to heading Mt. Pleasant, 
which closed its doors as a reg¬ 
ular elementary school in 1982. 

Connon then switched to 
Hayti Elementary School, 
which in turn closed in 1989. 
During a period in 1989-90 he 
served as principal of an alter¬ 
native high school and then 
moved on to Barth School, 
where he served as principal 
until retiring last week. 

Asked what was one of the 
joys of his time in Romulus 
schools, Connon said, it proba¬ 
bly was serving two genera-

Flower contest in future 


It may seem rather early to 
launch the 1996 Tallest Sun¬ 
flower Contest, but now is the 
time to get a good start on 
growing the tallest sunflower 
in Western Wayne County. 

In 1995, the biggest area 
sunflower was almost 15 feet 
tall, and we hope to find one to 
equal or excel that height in 
late summer. 

Before planting your sun¬ 
flower seeds this spring, make 
sure that the package is 
marked “mammoth,” the vari¬ 
ety that grows the tallest. 

Frank Healy, the lawn and 
garden for Home Quarters, of¬ 
fers the following tips to en¬ 
sure that your sunflowers will 
reach maximum size: 

• Sunflower need a slightly 
acidic soil. If your soil is not 


acidic, then sprinkle some gyp¬ 
sum lime dust on the area. 

• Use organic manure or 
mulch in the soil to keep it mo¬ 
ist for the seeds and future 
plants. 

• Be sure to plant the sun¬ 
flowers where they will have 
lots of sun, but from six to 12 
inches from any building. Re¬ 
flected light from buildings 
can bum the plants. 

• Be sure that plants have 
ample water. 

In late August, we will an¬ 
nounce the 1996 Tallest Sun¬ 
flower Contest and invite 
gardeners to send us the mea¬ 
surements of their flowers -- 
from ground to top of stem. Our 
judges will then make a selec¬ 
tion and present a prize to the 
winner.

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College officials host Appreciation deception Pay

Some 200 individuals and 
groups who have provided ser¬ 
vices and support for the West¬ 
ern Campus of Wayne County 
Community College (WCCC) 
were honored Thursday at an 
Appreciation Reception. 

In his remarks WCCC Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Curtis Ivery talked 
about his special appreciation 
of education. 

“I am passionate about 
Higher learning,’' he told the 
group assembled at the West¬ 
ern Campus reception. 

He spoke about his child¬ 
hood in the Texas Panhandle, 
and of growing up in a family 
of six children with no expec¬ 
tation of going to college. 

\r “I grew up with lots of love, 
and some thought I had poten¬ 
tial,” Ivery said. “I knew if I 
Was to do better and give back 
something, it would be through 
education.” 

Ivery said he left for college 
in 1967 with two shirts, one of 
which he lost, and one pair of 
jeans. 

His struggle to obtain his 
education has given him a 
unique perspective, he said, 
and leaves him wondering why 
anyone would criticize the op¬ 
portunity for higher education

for youth. 

'Those with a college edu¬ 
cation earn 75 percent more 
than the person without a de¬ 
gree in a life time,” he said. “In 
Detroit, less than seven per¬ 
cent of Detroiters have college 
degrees. The average is 22 per¬ 
cent.” 

An opportunity for higher 
education was launched by the 
state in 1967 when the college 
was set forth by law. The fol¬ 
lowing year, the WCCC centers 
opened and ultimately five re¬ 
gional centers were built. 

“We are not an all powerful 
group in downtown Detroit, 


and we shouldn’t be,” Ivery 
said. “This is your college. You 
have to be involved. Tell us 
what you want. This is your in¬ 
stitution. You pay the taxes. We 
work for you.” 

Ivery said the college wants 
to empower the community. 

“Tell us what you want in 
the curriculum. If we’re not do¬ 
ing the job, get rid of us,” Ivery 
said. 

The WCCC president said 
he has a competent and div¬ 
erse staff -- the best people -- 
and they are ready to move the 
college forward. 

“We will be the best commu¬ 
nity college district in the 
country,” Ivery said. 


Dr. Hattie Johnson, provost 
of the Western Campus, said 
the mission of the college is to 
make quality education acces¬ 
sible and affordable. She 
praised the team work of the 
president, board of trustees 
and staff in moving the college 
ahead. 

Ted Scott of Westland, presi¬ 


dent of the board of trustees, 
pledged to support the college 
and all it stands for. 

He urged students to get ad¬ 
ditional training and learn 
new skills in the community 
college. He also urged them to 
avoid drugs and those who use 
or sell them. 

Staff and board members at- 
tending the reception in¬ 
cluded Juvetta Bell, assistant 
administrator; John Bowker, 
counselor; Charles Paddock, 
District 8 trustee, and Russell 
Tuttle.

Fire marshal concerned 
about fireworks safety 


Now that warmer weather is 
here and summer is upon us, 
the familiar sight of firework 
stands will soon be seen. With 
the advent of Memorial Day 
and the Fourth of July ap¬ 
proaching, sales promotions 
for fireworks will be every¬ 
where. Officials from the Mich¬ 
igan State Police Fire Marshal 
Division are concerned about 
safety. Every year there are 
hundreds of injuries and nu¬ 
merous fires as a result of fire¬ 
works. 

“Even legal fire works 
should be used with caution,” 
commented Capt. Wade Schae¬ 
fer, State Fire Marshal. “Ille¬ 
gal fireworks are of greater 
concern. Firework devices 
that send a projectile into the 
air, spin, twirl, or emit a report 
are illegal and can cause se¬ 
rious harm.” 

It is illegal to sell, possess, 
transport, or use fireworks in 
Michigan without a permit 

The only legal fireworks 
that do not require a permit 
are: flat paper caps, toy noise 
makers, sparklers, fountains 
(cone or cylindrical), toy 
snakes, and toy smoke devices. 
If the firework emits a report 
(loud band) or leaves the 
ground, then it is illegal with¬ 
out a permit. 

The Fire Marshal Division 
officers the following precau¬ 
tions and suggestions to help 
ensure a happy and safe fire¬ 
works season: 

• Make sure that firework 
devices are legal for use as de¬ 
termined by state law and any 
possible local ordinances that 
may exist. 


• Read the manufacturer’s 
label on all firework devices 
for instructions on proper use. 
(Illegal fireworks rarely con¬ 
tain safety precautions). 

• Carefully follow all in¬ 
structions. 

• Provide adult supervision 
for children. Do no allow 
young children to handle spar¬ 
klers or other fireworks. 

• Light only one device at a 
time. 

• Ignite fireworks only 
outdoors and away from build¬ 
ings and combustible mate¬ 
rials. 

• Do no attempt to alter any 
firework device or use in a 
manner not intended. 

“Selling illegal fireworks in 
Michigan through the use of 
signed statements that the pur¬ 
chaser will use the fireworks 
out of state is prohibited,” ad¬ 
ded Capt. Schaefer. “Mail or¬ 
der companies are also trying 
to sell illegal fireworks in 
Michigan. Those who purchase 
these illegal fireworks and vio¬ 
late the state fireworks law are 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Enforcement guides are be¬ 
ing distributed to all State Po¬ 
lice troopers and other police 
and fire agencies to enhance 
the enforcement of the state 
fireworks law. The Michigan 
State Police want this to be a 
safe summer for everyone, 
with a reduction in injuries 
and fires associated with fire¬ 
works. 


Senior’s needs addressed at public hearing

Members from Michigan’s 
Commission on Services to the 
Aging and the State Advisory 
Council on Aging held a public 
hearing in six areas through¬ 
out the state June 13 and 14. 

One of the meetings was 
conducted at Wayne County 
Community College’s Western 
Campus, which offers free tu¬ 
ition to seniors over 60 years 
old. 

The purpose of the hearing 
was to go over a one-year 
amendment to the State Plan 
for Services to the Elderly, and 
to get input from citizens im¬ 
pacted by the plan. This 
amendment represents a one- 
year extension of the three- 
year, 1994-1996 plan. 

According to a summary of 
the amendments, few substan¬ 
tial changes have been made 
to the plan. But, at the begin¬ 
ning of the next three-year 
planning cycle, in 1998, it is ex¬ 
pected that federal legislative 
and budget issues will be re¬ 
solved, changes in the federal 
stuatute, regulations, and 
other pending state legislative 
and budget considerations will 
come to fruition, and a more 
accurate outline for future ac¬ 
tivities will be possible. Re¬ 
cent information of budget and 
legislative developments was 
used as a basis for the amend¬ 
ment. 

Senior Coordinator Suz¬ 
anne Keenan, of the Sumpter 
Seniors, attended the hearing, 
and spoke on the needs of 
rural seniors and their care¬ 
givers. 

“Rural seniors are dis¬ 
persed in a way that it is diffi¬ 
cult to provide services to 
them, such as Meals on 
Wheels,” Keenan explained to 
the commission. “Fortunately, 
we were able to find funding 
for van services. I’m not just 
here to represent our seniors, 
but also those in Carleton, 
Willis, and New Boston. I know 
this is a volatile issue. We need 
to subsidize and combine the 
money with grants, or get the 
government in the areas to 
match funds. In some areas, 
the senior directors are using 
their personal vehicle to pro¬ 
vide the services.” 

Keenan also spoke to the 
fact that Sumpter has a large 
percentage of “the very old-old 
who have decided to care for 
their loved-ones on their own.” 
She explained that these peo¬ 
ple don’t often get a chance to 
leave their homes because 
there is no one else to care for 
their loved-one. They some¬ 
times even miss their own doc¬ 
tor’s appointments, because 
they can’t leave the house. 

Respite care would allow 
these people to get out of the 
house from time to time, but it 
can cost between $12 and $15 
per hour to get someone who is 
bonded and knows CPR. To get 
money from Family-Child Ser-

She said she was hopeful 
when she found that the Com¬ 
mission for the Aging was com¬ 
ing to the local level allowing 
people to make comments.

vices, there is at least a six 
month waiting list. 

“These seniors are emo¬ 
tionally against putting their 
loved-ones in nursing homes,” 
Keenan said. “Many die before 
the person they are caring for 
without being able to leave the 
house.” 

The Sumpter Senior coor¬ 
dinator also said she would 
like to see some money ear¬ 
marked for a grandparenting 
program because so many se¬ 
niors are now becoming foster 
parents and grandparents. 
Keenan explained that there 
was a couple in Sumpter who 
were taking in foster adults 
over 20, with mental and physi¬ 
cal impairments. When the 
husband passed away, Keenan 
explained, there were three 
adults in their foster care. The 
woman had to send a couple of 
them back to the group home 
because she was unable to 
care for them on her own. 

“Our seniors have warm 
hearts and a strong work 
ethic,” Keenan said. “They 
want to contribute to the com¬ 
munity. We have seniors taking 
crack babies into their homes. 
Some of our seniors bring the 
children to the senior center 
with them. We need to have 
money to help them.” 

After the public hearing 
was over, Keenan said she was 
convinced that the policy 
makers were concerned with 
the seniors, particularly the 
rural seniors. 

“They were interested in 
what I had to say,” she ex¬ 
plained. “They were jotting 
down notes as I explained 
about the complexity of 
needs.” 

Keenan added that she is 
really proud of the people she 
comes in contact with at the 
senior center. “They are really 
on the ball,’’she said. “They 
put their input in the system 
without much fanfare. They 
are used to hard work. Other 
people in my position realize 
this.” 

Keenan commented on the 
remarks made by another per¬ 
son at the hearing about how 
difficult it is to get information 
out to the seniors. “It is a chal¬ 
lenge to get to them,” she said. 
“The responsibility lies with 
the seniors.” She explained 
that putting the information on 
cable is no good, since some 
seniors don’t get cable. The 
Sumpter Senior Center puts 
out a monthly newsletter for 
the seniors there, but Keenan 
said if they are blind, this

The Rev. Humes and members of his congregation 
have been pillars of strength throughout this ordeal. 
They have shown us that good things occur by nurtur¬ 
ing good relationships and understanding, not by 
lashing out with hateful words. Rev. Humes had every 
right to be overbearing and demanding but instead 
chose to fight the battle in a more conciliatory tone. 

And the Wayne community has shown their true 
colors throughout this ordeal. Church leaders from 
all denominations have uniformly denounced the eth¬ 
nic intimidation and have met on several occasions to 
offer support to the New Hope congregation. Commu¬ 
nity leaders and the police acted swiftly to find the 
first set of perpetrators. 

Prosecutor O’Hair has been particularly vocal 
about this outrage. “Arson or vandalism at a church is 
an attack on our basic values and freedoms. It’s an at¬ 
tack on everything our churches stand for— love, re¬ 
demption, non-violence, charity, faith and fellow¬ 
ship.” 

“We will not tolerate racial or religious intimida¬ 
tion in our midst. We will charge anyone who commits 
such a crime with the most serious offense the facts 
and evidence will support, and the people who be¬ 
lieve in and cherish our Constitution and our tradi¬ 
tional ideals will prevail,” O’Hair added. 

Sorry hatemongers. You set out to spawn racial ha¬ 
tred, but instead created a community that has bond¬ 
ed in racial harmony.

Once you build mutual trust and a track record 
of success you can move to more difficult tasks.

By now, you no doubt have 
heard about John Gray’s runa¬ 
way best-seller entitled Men 
are from Mars, Women are 
front Venus. It is a great book 
that attempts to find ways to 
improve communication bet¬ 
ween the sexes. I got to think¬ 
ing that organizations could 
use such a book to help man¬ 
agers and employees commu¬ 
nicate more effectively. 

Gray’s book identifies sev¬ 
eral axioms that appears to 
have analogs in business. Here 
are a few: 

Good intentions are not 
enough. When a new employee 
hires on there is a “honey¬ 
moon period” during which 
each party wants to make a 
good impression on the other. 
In spite of the best intentions, 
communication sometimes 
breaks down and misunder¬ 
standings and hurt feelings 
can and do occur. Relation¬ 
ships are fragile things and 
flourish best when both par¬ 
ties are willing to meet half 
way, to admit mistakes, and 
demonstrate willingness to ac-

Subsequently, 
shipping costs soared since 
they had to send some parts by 
jet. This is an example of how 
all of us respond to rewards. 

Scoring points with the 
other party. All of us have a 
credibility “bank account” 
with others. If we make contri¬ 
butions periodically by treat¬ 
ing others with consideration 
then when we make with¬ 
drawals during times of con¬ 
flict or stress, there is an ac¬ 
count balance from which to 
draw. However, if we repeat¬ 
edly make nothing but with¬ 
drawals by being abusive to 
others, the account will soon 
be bankrupt. This concept is 
helpful to remember. Each 
time we interact with others 
we are either adding to or 
withdrawing from our cred¬ 
ibility “bank account.”

It is unconscionable, and 
maybe violates FCC regula¬

ing an obscure meeting in Mon¬ 
roe County or the annual Waltz 
Homecoming celebration, un¬ 
less I had some formal educa¬ 
tion. But, that was easier said 
than done. My financial status 
ruled out full- time enrollment 
at a university and the neces¬ 
sity to earn a living limited the 
hours when I could attend 
classes. 

Then, in September of 1968, 
WCCC launched its first offer¬ 
ing of classes. Centers were 
opened in area high schools, 
former parochial schools and 
in community buildings liter¬ 
ally blanketing the county. 

It was an answer to my di¬ 
lemma - the cost was an amaz¬ 
ing $10 per credit hour, and 
within five miles of my home, 
at least four college sites were 
open. I lost no time in enroll¬ 
ing as did some 10,000 other 
students. We overwhelmed the 
college which had not ex¬ 
pected such success in its first 
term. Consequently, not 
enough books had been or¬ 
dered and various other prob- 
lems arose due to the 
unexpected number of stu¬ 
dents.

The first-year students had 
a passionate love for their col 
lege, which could not even be 
diminished when the heat 
went out in one downriver cen¬ 
ter in mid-winter and we had 
to wear coats, scarves and 
gloves to class. 

There was a period when 
the college veered from its ba¬ 
sic philosophy and *ts vision, 
but that period is best left in 
the past. Instead of being a dis- 
tracter and a critic, I choose to 
be a silent observer and v/ait 
for better days to come. The 
better days did come with the 
arrival of Dr. Hattie Johnson 
as the dean of the Western 
Campus, Dr. Curtis Ivery as the 
new president and the elec 
tion of trustees who have 
brought integrity to the board. 

Today, as I look back on 
those early days of the college, 

I think that it is time to express 
my appreciation to the college 
that made a difference in my 
life, as well as in the lives of 
thousands of other students.

Bolton signs international recording contract

Terry Lee Bolton signed an 
international recording con¬ 
tract with Global Media, and it 
only took him two hours. 

Actually, Bolton, 37, has 
spent the last 32 years paying 
his dues, knowing that one day 
it would pay off. 

He worked for a year put¬ 
ting together his current al¬ 
bum, No Water Required. Bolton 
wrote the songs, sang, played 
all of the instruments, and pro¬ 
duced the album himself at his 
recording studio, Michigan Re¬ 
cording Club. He describes his 
music as “alternative country 
with a Southern twist.” 

“I got mad one day when I 
was here (in the studio) with 
another artist I was produc¬ 
ing,” Bolton explained. “He 
suggested that I send a tape to 
companies in New York.” 

He took the advice, sent a 
tape to two companies in New 
York, and heard from both. 

“I got mad and only sent two 
songs,” he said. “I decided if 
they can’t figure it out from 
that, I’m either really terrible, 
or they’re not the right com¬ 
pany for me. I never expected 
a phone call back.” 

The first company’s offer 
was not strong enough, but 
Global Media made it clear 
that it wanted Bolton. 

After finding a message on 
his machine, Bolton said he 
got a little excited, but decided 



to wait so he could spend some 
time witl\his daughter Starr, 
13, and wife Maria, 24, who is 
acting as Bolton’s manager. 

Before the weekend was 
over, the company called 
again, and talked td\|fim for 
two hours about his music. 
They asked him to come to 
New York to meet with them to 
discuss the offer. Global Media 
sent Bolton signed contracts 
overnight, and all he had to do 
was sign on the dotted line. 
The company also called him 
17 times in the next seven 
days. 

Bolton explained he wasn’t 
sure about going to New York. 

“Maria said, ‘You should go. 
Everything is leaning the right 
way.”’ he Said, and he and his 
wife left for New York. Actu¬ 
ally they had a few things to do 
before they left. 

“We had to check out the 
company, to make sure it was 
legitimate,” he said. “I had to 
do all of the artwork for the 
cover and the CD, master the 


CD, find a new lawyer and 
CPA, rent a car, find a kennel 
for our dog, all in one week. I 
did the artwork in two hours.” 

On May 23, Bolton met with 
Global Media President Ethan 
Hurt, along with artist/ 
recording director Nathaniel 
Stringfield in New York. Two 
hours later, Bolton got com¬ 
plete creative control on every 
album, his name on the record 
label, himself as the artist and 


producer, and Michigan Re¬ 
cording Club as the record 
company. 

“This deal is my connection 
between my new record and 
the European market, which 
will lead to the U.S. market,” 
Bolton said, excitedly. 

He explained that Global 
Media secures licenses in Eu¬ 
rope and Asia, and then brings 
the license to America. 

Bolton is slated to go to Eu¬ 


rope in August on a promo¬ 
tional tour. He is currently 
playing exclusively at TC’s Mu¬ 
sic Emporium in Wayne. 

“I refuse to play clubs,” he 
said. “I don’t want to be an al¬ 
cohol salesman. I want to be an 
artist.” 

The CD release party for the 
new album will be held at TC’s 
Music Emporium, at 35630 
Michigan Avenue in Wayne, on 
June 20, 21, 28, and 29 at 9 p.m.

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Ethics code helps parents keep youth sports in proper perspective

Organized youth sports can 
open the door to all sorts of 
wonderful experiences for 
children. 

It’s also the opportunity to 
savor some very special memo¬ 
ries that will last a lifetime. 

Parents have the respon¬ 
sibility to help ensure that 
those memories are happy 
ones. 

After all, it’s very easy - and 
quite common - for parents to 


get caught up in teh excite¬ 
ment of sports and to lose per¬ 
spective, particularly when it 
comes to their own child. 

Regular, everyday Moms 
and Dads are transformed into 
out-of-control fanatics once 
the game begins. 

Suddenly they’re yelling at 
children, criticizing coaches 
and berating officials, all ri¬ 
diculously immature behav¬ 
iors that wouldn’t be tolerated 
in any other part of society. 

But because it occurs in a 


sports setting it’s not only tol¬ 
erated but somehow viewed as 
acceptable behavior. 

As we’ve all witnessed, over¬ 
involved parents and those at¬ 
tempting to relive their youth 
through their child’s sports ac¬ 
tivities have become common¬ 
place. 

To help parents keep sports 
in its proper perspective the 
Parents’ Code of Ethics were 
created. 

The ethics, developed by 
the National Youth Sports 


Coaches Association (NYSCA), 
provide guidelines for parents 
on what’s appropriate when it 
comes to youth sports. 

NYSCA has trained more 
than 950,000 volunteer youth 
coaches nationwide on how to 
appropriately work with chil¬ 
dren in all aspects of youth 
sports. 

It developed a Code of 
Ethics for coaches, parents 
and players to help make the 
sports experience a positive 
one for everyone involved. 


The Parents’ Code of Ethics 
cover areas such as encourag¬ 
ing good sportsmanship, 
placing the emotional and 
physical well-being of their 
child ahead of any personal 
desires to win and insisting 
that their child plays in a safe 
and healthy environment, 
among others.

Following a few common 
sense “rules of the water” will 
help ensure a fun, safe time 
this summer, advises AAA 
Michigan. 

“All boaters, whether 
they’re on a jet ski personal 
watercraft (PWC), or in a 12- 
foot rowboat, must have the 
know-how and have all proper 
equipment to safely operate 
their craft,” said Jerry Basch, 
AAA Michigan Community 
Safety Services Manager. 

here are a few tips to help 
owners of Michigan’s nearly 
900,000 registered watercraft 
enjoy themselves safely on the 
water: 

• If you’re new to boating, 
sign up for a safe boating class 
and practice operating your 
craft away from other boaters. 
Contact your local law enforce¬ 
ment marine safety division, or 
the Coast Guard Auxiliary, for 
schedules. 

• If you’re going far from 
shore, install a marine radio 
and stay alert for changing 
weather and water conditions. 


If you're new to boating, sign up fo a safe 
boating class. 


A GPS, or Global Positioning 
System unit, whethe: hand¬ 
held or on the boat, is invalu¬ 
able in fog or for operating 
long distances offshore. 

• All persons aged 12 to 16 
must complete a safe boating 
class to operate a motorized 
boat, or be accompanied by 
someone at least 16 years old. 

• All boats, canoes and 
kayaks less than 16 feet must 
have one wearable life jacket, 
or Personal Flotation Device 
(PFD) for each person aboard. 
A “throwable” buoyant seat 
cushion no longer qualifies. 
However, at least one “throw- 
able” is required on craft 16 
feet or longer. 


• Children ages 6 and under 
must wear PFDs at all times 
while aboard. 

• Michigan boating laws re¬ 
quire U.S. Coast Guard ap¬ 
proved PFDs in serviceable 
condition be carried aboard 
and be readily accessible. 
These PFDs, available for var¬ 
ious purposes, must be of 
these four types: Type I: Life 
preserver. Keeps an uncon¬ 
scious person floating face out 
of water; Type II: buoyant vest. 
Keeps an unconscious person 
floating faceup, out of water; 
Type III, Special purpose, not 
designed to turn an uncon¬ 
scious person faceup; more 
comfortable for water sports; 
and Type IV, throwables, not 


wearable, required on vessels 
16 feet or longer. 

• Motorboats with closed 
compartments that can trap 
fuel vapors require an ap¬ 
proved fire extinguisher, horn 
or audible device for emergen¬ 
cies and to warn other vessels. 

• Persons under age 12 can¬ 
not operate a PWC. Operators 
aged 12-15 must have a boating 
safety certificate or be accom¬ 
panied by someone aged 16 or 
older. 

• PWCs must be operated in 
“a reasonable and prudent 
manner.” Maneuvers such as 
wake jumping and cutting too 
close to another vessel consti¬ 
tute reckless operation, ac- 
cording to Michigan 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources law enforcement offi¬ 
cials. 

• Obey the “lOO-foot rule.” 
Keep all craft at least 100 feet 
from other craft, divers or rafts 
and designated, marked swim¬ 
ming areas. (Pending legisla¬ 
tion may increase the 100-foot 
rule.)

Schrauben said he takes re¬ 
sponsibility for the socializa¬ 
tion of his youngsters, but 
expects the schools to provide 
the basics. 

He noted that good property 
values are reflected from good 
community schools. 

Schrauben said his major 
concerns about public educa¬ 
tion are that the district not 
overextend itself and that ba¬ 
sics are taught to students at 
the elementary level. 

“I want to know the stan¬ 
dards so I can see if my child is 
progressing well within the 
system. I don’t want to see a 
high school kid who cannot 
read,” Schrauben said. 

He believes that more com¬ 


munity and parental involve¬ 
ment is needed in the public 
schools. In addition, he said, 
low voter turnout is a real hin¬ 
drance to the entire system.

Conference of Western Wayne 
seeks to amend ‘culture tax’ plan

Lobbying efforts by the Con¬ 
ference of Western Wayne will 
continue through the summer 
in an effort to create a loud 
area voice during any future 
tri-county cultural district 
funding proposal debates. 

The CWW members last Fri¬ 
day branded HB 5394 intro¬ 
duced by Michigan House 
Minority Leader Curtis Hertel 
and 10 co-sponsors as a “bad 
government” since area mu¬ 
nicipalities (outside Detroit) 
would have little or no say in 
the spending of future tax dol¬ 
lars on various cultural cen¬ 
ters, science centers, zoos, 
museums, etc. 

CWW Executive Director 
Daniel Gilmartin sought and 
received State Sen. Loren Ben¬ 
nett’s (R-Canton) help in at¬ 
tempting to amend the 
Cultural District Establish¬ 
ment Act, although the amend¬ 
ments were not implemented 


as the Michigan Senate re¬ 
cently passed the proposal 
overwhelmingly. 

Bennett, who attended the 
CWW meeting, stated “there is 
no stopping the train” moving 
to create an arts tax, but he 
urged the municipal leaders to 
keep up the pressure on get¬ 
ting local representation on an 
arts governing board and to 
make sure that any future 
votes on cultural issues will be 
offered only in general elec¬ 
tions. 

Livonia Mayor Jack Kirksey 
told his fellow CWW members 
that they have the “luxury of 
the summer months” to press 
lawmakers and potential De¬ 
troit players in this effort to be 
aware of Western Wayne mu¬ 
nicipal concerns on this issue. 

“We don’t want to be per¬ 
ceived as an opponent of the 
arts,” Kirksey said, but defi¬ 
nitely should make everyone 
aware of our needs prior to the 
Michigan House vote on the 
arts issue this September. 


Dr. Keith Archer, Dearborn 
finance director, told the CWW 
“I think government should 
stay out of arts financing. If I 
was God, I’d kill the bill.” 

Kirksey said he also was op¬ 
posed to the bill, but saw little 
chance that CWW efforts could 
ultimately kill the legislation. 

“I’d love to duke it out with 
them (the bill’s backers), but I 
don’t see where it is possible 
at this time to kill the bill,” 
Kirksey said. 

Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas also expressed oppo¬ 
sition to the arts plan saying 
the city of Westland would 
only get to keep about $60,000 
of the $600,000 collected lo¬ 
cally under the current pro¬ 
posal. 

The need for such cultural 
funding districts was said to be 
needed because federal and 
state support for cultural insti¬ 
tutions and activities has been 
cut by more than half since 
1990 and the future of remain¬ 
ing funding is in doubt.

Cultural funding districts 
allow regions that have or 
want cultural institutions and 
organizations to raise local 
money to support those local 
organizations. 

The dialogue on cultural 
district formations and arts 
taxes is expected to escalate in 
coming months, most of those 
attending the CWW meeting 
agreed. 


Senate passes first 
step to arts tax 
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June 20, 1996., 
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Legislation establishing a 
metropolitan council with the 
authority to place on the ballot 
a proposal to levy taxes to fi¬ 
nance cultural and arts organi¬ 
zations in Macomb, Wayne and 
Oakland Counties passed the 
state Senate. 

Senate Bill 1053 would al¬ 
low counties to levy a tax of up 
to one-half mill to finance arts 
and cultural organizations. It 
would also allow two or more 
county governments within a 
metropolitan area with a pop¬ 
ulation of more than 1.5 mil¬ 
lion to establish a metro 
regional council. 

Opponent, Sen. Loren Ben¬ 
nett, (R-Canton Township) 
said, “This bill expands the 
boundaries in which Detroit 
interests may levy taxes. Its 
purpose is to raise funding for 
the arts, which I believe 
should be paid by the patrons 
of those fine institutions.

In recent comments to Mike 
Wilcox, publisher of Michigan

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Westland man reaps share of age suit

The 43 former employees of 
Ortho who were suddenly fired 
on the day preceding the 1993 
Mother’s Day refer to that day’s 
events as the “Mother’s Day 
Massacre.” 

“Though the majority of us 
had been with Ortho for over 
10 years, we were fired out of 
the clear blue sky,” said Tom 
Schwartz, of Westland, who 
was awarded a share of an 
$18.25 million settlement last 
Monday. The settlement re¬ 
sulted from litigation over the 
“massacre.” 

“A few weeks earlier, we 
had been told that 90 percent 
of us would keep our jobs,” he 
said, ‘but they only kept 75 per¬ 
cent They flat out lied.” 

Monsanto Company axed 
Schwartz, then 47, and several 
other corporate oldsters at the 
time it bought Chevron Chemi¬ 
cal Company’s Ortho Con¬ 
sumer Products division. 
Schwartz had put in 14 years 
before getting the boot. 

The multi-million-dollar 
award was part of a consent 
decree that settled an age, 
race, and disability discrimi¬ 
nation lawsuit against the 
Monsanto and Chevron com¬ 
panies. This settlement is one 
of the largest settlements per 


plaintiff for a class of individ¬ 
uals in the history of litigation 
involving the US Equal Em¬ 
ployment Opportunity Com¬ 
mission. 

Schwartz; a former Ortho ac¬ 
count manager, played a pivo¬ 
tal role in engineering the suit. 

He said: “The week follow¬ 
ing the “massacre,” I con¬ 
tacted our regional office in 
Chicago to get a list of those 
fired, when I saw the names, I 
could tell the list was lopsided. 
They had fired the oldest, the 
most experienced, and the 
highest paid employees -- the 
ones closest to retiring with 
full benefits.” 

Fortunately, Ortho’s em¬ 
ployees across the country 
knew each other well, so a 
glance at the list was enough 
for Schwartz to suspect that 
older employees had been tar¬ 
geted. 

“We had each others’ phone 
numbers and I started calling 
around the country, asking if 
others saw the same trend,” he 
continued. “They did and we 
started looking for a law firm. 
A month later, we came across 
an article about Winthrop & 
Weinstine, a Minnesota firm 
that received the highest age 
discrimination settlement 
awarded at the time. 

“The beat the living day¬ 
lights out of IDS,” he said. 


Schwartz and the 42 other 
co-plaintiffs swore out deposi¬ 
tions. Many of the deposed al¬ 
leged that corporate managers 
sometimes made racially in¬ 
sensitive remarks. 

The plaintiffs’ attorneys 
gathered evidence indicating 
that Monsanto and Chevron 
failed to preserve their deci¬ 
sion making notes, an EEOC 
requirement in corporate 
downsizings. 

The attorneys also pro¬ 
duced statistics demonstrating 
the disproportionate number 
of firings of employees above 
40. The statistics indicated in¬ 
stances of discrimination 
against disabled employees. 

However, as part of the con¬ 
sent decree, Monsanto’s So¬ 
laris unit and Chevron 
Chemical denied any wrongdo¬ 
ing or that they engaged in dis- 
crimination of any kind. 
Despite the denials, the com¬ 
panies agreed to teach some of 
their supervisors how to com¬ 
ply with anti- discrimination 
laws. 

Monsanto also agreed to 
comply with EEOC record¬ 
keeping regulations and to an¬ 
alyze the impact of layoffs on 
older workers and blacks be¬ 
fore letting them go. 

“We’re real happy and ex¬ 
cited that it’s over,” said 
Schwartz. He’s happy that the 


corporate giants couldn’t buy 
their way out EEOC sanctions. 
“A lot of cases get settled for 
money and the settlement re¬ 
mains private. Our goals were 
to recover our losses and to 
make what happened public. 
We wanted to send a clear 
message to corporate America 
that downsizings and discrimi¬ 
nation can’t go hand-in-hand.” 

Schwartz said that downsiz¬ 
ings devastate employees, 
their families, and their for¬ 
mer companies. “Our former 
company’s sales were down 
significantly after they let go 
all their old experienced peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

Until he had been fired, 
Schwartz said he was unaware 
of the extent of age discrimina¬ 
tion. 

“You really don’t find out 
what age discrimination is un¬ 
til you go out and start looking 
for a job at that age,” he said. 
“At one interview, a personnel 
officer leaned over me and 
asked, ‘At this point in your 
life, why would you put your¬ 
self through this stress.” 

However, Schwartz pre¬ 
served and in 10 months found 
another sales job with 
Rustoleum. He said: “I was one 
of the lucky ones.” 

Three years later, they all 
lucked out to the tune of $18.25 
million.

panies, including the begin¬ 
nings of the big three. Woven 
throughout are photographs 
and information on electric ve¬ 
hicles, the New York to Paris 
race, the influence of auto¬ 
mobiles on the arts, women in 
the factories, automobile curi¬ 
osities (such as the Airmobile 
and Scarab), auto unions, the 
culture of the gas station, and 
the automotive industry’s con¬ 
tributions to World War II. The 


exhibit also includes car 
models, loaned by collector 
Robert Tate. 

The National Automotive 
History Collection, the largest 
public archive of automotive 
history in the world, has been 
a major source of information 
for the various institutions cel- 
ebrating the centennial.
